T he fire d epartm ents m ade quick 
runs to the scene.

P eter A rb e n hi d $1,000 insur­ 
ance on the building, but none on 
his groceries. 

W a ld e n, w ho k new nothing 
of the fire until it had been put 
out, carried insurance up to a few 
day s ago, at whicii tim e the policy

T he action 
w a s originally begun 
in the circuit court of H ale coun­ 
ty , A labam a, by Mrs. \Vithcr> to 
recover of the K nights of P y thias 
the am ount of a policy of insur­ 
ance upon the life of her husband. 
T h e pay m ent of the policy w asj 
resisted, on the 
ground that the 
secretary of the section in w hich 
W ithers resided had failed to m ak e 
his return of prem ium s paid w ith­ 
in the time required by the regula­ 
tions of the board of control locat­ 


ed in C hicago. 
T hese regulations required that 
the full 
am ount of dues of each 
section should be paid by the end 
of the m onth in w hich they were 
due, failure to com ply w ith w hich 
should w ork the forfeiture of the 


policy . 
W ithers prom ptly paid his dues 
up to O ctober 10, 1S9 5, but the 
secretary of the order for his sec­ 
tion had failed to m ak e his rem it­ 
tance until the 4th of N ovem ber 
follow ing. 
T he board of control thereupon 
suspended the entire section, after­ 
w ard restoring 
all 
the 
members 
w ho were still living at the date 
of the receipt of the rem ittance 
W ithe rs had died on the ist of 
N ovem ber and the order refused to 
pay his policy . 
T he P y tk ians took 
the position tha t the secretary was 
the agent of the insured only and 
not the agent of the order, and that 
therefore the body 
w as 
not 
re­ 
sponsible for his neglect. 
T he suprem e court, how ever, re­ 
fused to accept this view. Justice 
B r ow n’s opinion holding the secre­ 
tary to be the agent of the suprem e 
lodge of the K nights of P y thias 
and the order responsible for the 
full sum of the policy , regardless 
of the negligence of the secretary 
of the W ithe rs section.
